Circuit court today was occupied 
witli motions having to do with the 
case <m which Dr. A. G. Shaiu-k of 
Arlington was to bo tried for liquor 
law. violations, and late this after­ 
noon it was rumored than an agree­ 
ment was to he runcdiod between the 
state and defense, whereby a plea 
of guilt would la* entered. 
The affidavit in four counts 
was 
attacked by a motion 
to suppress 
evidence obtained by a search w ar­ 
rant, and indications were that Spe­ 
cial Judge 
Howard 
Barrett 
might 
sustain 
the motion. 


Negotiations began at noon be­

Arrest of Willard Ewing. 42, Ordered 
After Discovery of Two Bodies 
With Skulls Crushed 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. J7 — <U.R)— 
Their skulls crushed by a hatchet, 
the bodies of Mrs. Zenith Burris E w ­ 
ing,32, and her stepfather, David O. 
Broyles, 65, both of 
Indianapolis, 
were found in a ditch by the side of 
a road near Mt. Comfort, Ind., 
to­ 
day. 


»Sheriff H a rry Comstock of H a n ­ 
cock county ordered tin* arrest 
of 
W illard Ewing, 42, hi gamous hus­ 
band of Airs. Ewing, who 
escaped 
Sept. 9 from the Indiana prison farm 
at Putnam ville. 
Ew ing appeared Saturday at the 
Broyles home in Indianapolis 
and 
asked Airs. Ewing to 
accompany 
him to Greenfield, where his attorney 
lives. He said he had obtained 
tho 
use of his attorney's automobile and 
wanted her to go with him to 
sign 
napers for annulment of their m ar­ 
riage. 
Afrs. Ew ing was 
reluctant 
to 
leave. Ewing finally persuaded her to 
accompany him, but not until she had 
obtained permission for Breves to 
go along. 


Relatives said she feared Ewing. 
He had married her without obtain­ 
ing a divorce from his first 
wife, 
Mrs. M a ry D ay Ewing, of AfcCords- 
ville, and at the time 
he escaped 
from the Putnam ville 
farm , 
was 
serving a sentence for bimary. 
No word of either Afrs. Ew ing or 
Broyles was received after thev left 
with Ewing until the discovery 
of 
their bodies by the roadside today. 
John Collins, a 
farmer, 
driving 
along the road in a gravel 
wagon, 
saw the bodies in the ditch, and no­ 
tified Sheriff Comstock. The 
wea­ 
pon used in the murders, an arm y 
hatchet, was found by Comstock in 
the woods, 30 feet from the bodies. 
No trace of Ewing or the automo­ 
bile in which he and the two victims 
left Indianapolis was discovered. 
Chief of Police Claude AL W orley 
and chief of

Johnson of Indianapolis took per­ 
sonal charge of an investigation, or­
